Bedroom Drawers. The body of these is in 
light oak, the peculiarity being that boldly 
carved designs of oak leaf and acorn are worked 
on the outermost edges and in the centre of 
the two ranges of drawers, the carving being 
also carried through the supporting shelves. 
Being in an unbroken perpendicular series they 
appear a portion of the breadth of the sides and 
apparently widen the centre support, thus 
seemingly narrowing the width of the drawers 
and imparting to the article of furniture a more 
solid appearance than it would otherwise have. 
The illusion is aided by the drawers having a 
reed molding alongside the carving. The large 
circular looking glass above is framed in dark 
rich mahogany ; the oaken supports which ex- 
tend the length of the back and are boldly 
carved are rounded off at its axis, thus leaving 
a half circle to rise free above this constituting 
an admirable top finish. 

Stained Floors. Stained and light polish- 
ed floors are much preferred at present but the 
selection of the hue greatly depends on the con- 
dition of the boards. If the boards are smooth 
and fine grained, a satin wood or pitch stain is 
appropriate, but if a floor is old and rough 
it is best to 6tain it dark oak or mahogany. 
The liquid after being applied- with a cloth or 
brush is to be wiped dry with a soft cloth. 
For the ultra fashionable floor, which is of a 
pale shade of oak, 6ized and varnished, raw 
sienna powder is mixed with water. Although 
at first of a painfully glaring yellow, sizing 
tones down the strong color surprisingly and 
the polish brings out the true oak shade to per- 
fection. 

Old and New. It is pleasant to consider 
that decorative art has existed since the "world 
was young;" that there were nations whose 
character and history would be all but unknown 
to us but for the decorative that has survived 
them. The love of beauty in all ages has sought 
to express itself. The record of this art exists 
from age to age. The convulsions that shook 
nations and scattered communities, tended to 
break up conventional ideas that had crystalized, 
and to introduce new types, thus leadingto fresh 
modifications all in the line of advancement. 
Disintegration and the embodiment of the scat- 
tered elements in new forms, and under a 
higher principle, is the very condition of pro- 
gress. 

The Picturesque in Art. Refinement of 
detail and truth of proportion were the essence 
of the classic and picturesque art, in carving, 
wrought and cast work. Picturesqueness, 
generally speaking, is a contrast between order 
and irregularity. The tendency of design i6 to 
symmetrical order, that of accident to irregu- 
larity, but a moderate deviation may be made 
a charm. 

Style. A room may be furnished in no 
recognizable style, for it is impossible to define 
the 6'tyle of much of the furniture manufac- 
tured.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Domestic Styles. We should surely enu- 
merate amongst 6tyles the domestic. Furniture 
is so varied in form that it is seldom that the 
appointments of a room come under the styles 
recognized by architects. If not belonging to 
these, let a room be furnished with an elegance 
and taste that favorably impresses the beholder, 
let it be grateful alike to eyes and nerves, let 
it exhibit alike force and restraint in decorative 
expression and delight without wearying the 
gaze, ornament not being introduced 6imply 
because it is ornament, but for appropriateness, 
and withal let every object be suitable to the 
character and purposes of the room,— selected 
for beauty and fitness, and we have the domes- 
tic style. 

To Preserve Liquid Colors. Provide 
a shallow vessel with a flat bottom about three 
inches and a half deep, and filled about two 
inches deep with water; the cup with mixed 
color is set into this, and then is is covered with 
a reversed cup or can little larger than the first, 
the edges of which reach the inside base of the 
shallow vessel. An air tight chamber is thus 
provided in which no color will skin over or 
get waxy, even if kept for weeks. An empty 
paint cup will do to begin with. 

Picture Frame Holdings. A layer of 
composition made of whiting and glue is worked 
down to the proper shape with metal tools made 
for this purpose. For gilding, the molding is 
first given a coat of size made of fine glue and 
plumbago and graphite. When dry, a 6ize of a 
very little isinglass in water is applied with a 
camel's-hair brush, and while the surface i6 yet 
tacky the gold leaf is put on with "a tip. The 
portion to be burnished is rubbed with an agate 
set in a handle. 

To Finish Wood in Natural Color. 
Procure a good wood filler of similar tint ; fill 
the wood thoroughly with this material and rub 
off clean. When dry, rub off smooth and re- 
move all particles of filler on the surface. Then 
give two or three coats of oil finish or a good 
rubbing varnish, which, when dry; is to be 
rubbed down with fine pumice stone and oil 
until the gloss is removed and the work thor- 
oughly dry. No oiljmust be allowed to remain 
on the surface.

The Portiere and the Door. For the 
sake of good interior effect, as well as prevent- 
ing draughts, portieres as an inside facing of 
doors are not unfrequently judged desirable. 
As it is objectionable to attach the portiere to 
the door, the best device is the use of a tube 
rod above, moving on a hinge above one side 
of the door and attached at the other extremity 
by an ornamental cramp to the door itself. 



Needlework on Upholstery 
When needlework intended for chairs is puck- 
ered, it may be rendered quite square and 
straight by straining it face downwards very 
tight and true on a board, with a clean cloth 
under it and damping and pressing it till dry. 
Should the colors have been stained in the 
working, apply to the stain a small quantity of 
benzoline spirits. 

liquid Polish for Silver Plate. Three 
to four drachms cyanide of potassium, eight to 
ten grains nitrate of silver, and four ounces of 
water ; apply with a soft brush, wash the article 
thoroughly with water, dry with a soft linen 
cloth and polish with a chamois 6kin. 

Printed Tapestry. Fine pieces of old 
tapestry are now so admirably imitated on 
printed paper, that they are being stretched 
and framed "and hung up as wall adornments.

A New Fancy Table. This table, which 
is light and yet very strong, the style of which 
may be adapted to card, sofa, centre and pier 
tables, has panels at end, carved perpendicu- 
larly down centre in open work, representing a 
vine and scroll. These panels, which are nar- 
rower than the table, have pendent scrolls 
placed in the angles at the upper part and 
stand on arched bases resting on carved scrolls, 
with shells in the angles at the top of the bases. 
A richly carved cross-piece extends from one 
side to the other of the base just below the 
panels — two looped wreaths with star-like 
flower in centre — and two side pieces connect 
the panels about a third of the length of the 
ends from the top, the design being open scrolls 
with a wheat sheaf in centre. The top is ven- 
eered, with solid corners carved in 6heil pat- 
terns, and a raised border surrounds the whole. 

Ivory Gloss on Wood. There are two 
kinds of varnish used to produce this white 
gloss, one a solution of colorless resin in tur- 
pentine, the other in alcohol. For the first pure 
copal varnish is taken ; for the second sixteen 
parts of sandarac are dissolved in sufficient 
strong alcohol, to which are added three parts 
of camphor ; and lastly, when all are dissolved 
by shaking, five parts of Venetian turpentine 
are added. In order to cause the color to re- 
main a pure white care must be taken not to 
mix the oil with the white paint put on pre- 
viously. Best French zinc paint mixed with 
turpentine is to be employed. When dry this 
is rubbed down with sandpaper, and this is fol- 
lowed with the application of the varnish above 
described. 

Niches. There is something very pleasing 
in the insertion of ovaline and arched niches to 
right and left of a central opening in over man- 
tels or cabinets for the reception of bronze 
figures, to which they impart a certain dignity 
and afford the relief of shadows. In medieval 
times, either niches were provided or traceried 
canopies for statues and statuettes; these 
ruches admit of many charming and varied de- 
tails in their outward framing.

Ornamenting Cabinets, Etc. A very ef- 
fective style for ornamenting cabinets, win- 
dows, boxes, doors, brackets, etc., is that in 
which the figures of the design are relieved 
upon a black or coral ground, afterwards 
highly polished like Japanese lacquer work. A 
preparation is first made by dissolving the best 
white beeswax in turpentine nntil it is the 
thickness of copal varnish. For use is to be 
mixed with flake white sufficient to give it a 
body. Now with a fine sable pencil trace ac- 
curately the design on the white wood. When 
this is well dried go over the entire surface 
with a paint made of ivory black and parch- 
ment size, or if it is intended to give it a coral 
colored ground, use a varnish of red sealing 
wax dissolved in spirits of wine. The whole 
work is then to be brushed hard with a bristle 
brush dipped in spirits of wine until the de- 
signs become visible, appearing in sharp, clear 
outlines on the black and red ground. Then 
varnish with white varnish and rub down with 
pumice powder until very smooth. 

Decorative Coating' for Zinc. Zinc is 60 
extensively used for moldings interiorly and 
exteriorily, that we will confer a service by 
announcing the discovery that a brown patina 
covering producing rainbow reflections or the 
phenomena of irridiscence may be made by a 
diluted solution of molybdic acid or molybdate 
of ammonia in an excess of soda lye, the zinc 
being plunged into the bath. The layer adheres 
firmly. 

Model Design for a "Vase. A pretty 
conceit is presented in a small rounded vase 
with wavy contour, with thick cushion like rim, 
having four ram's heads distributed beneath 
the same, connected together by fringed den- 
tals. The body of the vase is to be plain, but 
the lower portion encased in. acanthus leaves 
swelling out in bulbous form and topped by a 
ring. The base may consist of three projec- 
tions with concave 6ides. 

Oil Gilding. The simplest process con- 
sists in preparing the wood with white lead and 
linseed oil, or two or three coats of glue pre- 
paration. Over this is laid the size, a mixture 
of boiled linseed oil and ochre. The leaf is ap- 
plied when the surface is nearly but not quite 
hard. This process does not allow of burnishr 
ing, but is the shortest, and least costly of 
operations. 

Varnishing Fretwork.- For an article 
exclusively of fretwork use white hard spirit 
varnish ; it requires no size, but must be ap- 
plied in a warm room, as otherwise it will turn 
the wood to a milky whiteness. Or if the wood 
is of open grain it may be filled in with glue 
size, and a brown hard varnish applied. 

Chimney-pieces should not appear simply 
as parts of the furniture of a room, but as an 
architectural finish. If the house has any spe- 
cial 6tyle about it some striking feature of this 
style may well appear among the enrichments 
of the chimney breast.

Stain for Ebonisingr Wood. In ebom'sing 
wood it is desirable to secure the required 
color without the use of any solution dissolved 
in water. A water stain swells the fibres of the 
surface of the wood, and necessitates a subse- 
quent operation to smooth the surface so 
treated. Alcohol or methylic spirits, or both 
combined, will effect the solution of the solid 
extract of logwood, and such solution when 
used in conjunction with the tincture of muri- 
ate of iron, produces a very efficient ebony 
dye, free from the above objections. The pre- 
ferred formula is as follows : Tincture of muri- 
ate of iron, eight parts ; jxtract of logwood 
(solid) seven parts ; alcohol or methylic spirits, 
or both combined, " thirty- seven parts. The 
logwood and alcohol are first applied ; then 
the tincture of muriate of iron, which develops 
the jet black hue. • 

Sideboard Backs. In a choice style 
brought out the back of sideboard, which pre- 
serves a moderate height and which is finished 
at top with simple but bold flowing carved 
forms, is divided ia front into-: three panels, the ■ 
centre projecting and wholly "carved through- 
out, thus contrasting with the plain and highly 
polished panel on each side. This style is an 
evident reaction from carved designs in centre 
and corners. Of panels. J 

Writing l)esks. The inclined writing 
surface is exposed, but above this is a cylindric- 
al top which flies open on the writer opening a 
drawer at side of desk. The open top discloses 
a conveniently partitioned, box.'. It ^represents 
one of the many mechanical devices, including 
secret recesses, with sliding panels, introduced 
into various articles of furniture in Louis 
XVIths time - . : 

Incised Work on Furniture. In the 
new styles of sofas and chairs relief work has 
been exchanged where the backs are not uphol- 
stered by arabesque forms and leaf cuttings in 
the wood of great depth, the hollows curving 
inward in each case to a radial centre line, 
and brilliantly polished. The skilled workman- 
ship to effect this is employed only on true 
bardwood and'this of theTchoicest kind. ■ 

Ceilings. In dealing with a white ceiling 
all that is wanted is to relieve its glare ; an ex- 
cellent course is to tint it in some light shade 
of gray or of cream color.

Ceramic Color Ornamentation. A pretty 
effect in the color ornamentation of a jardiniere 
of curved bowl-like form, which rests on claws 
and has two projecting lion's heads for handles, 
is by leaving a space of white light at two por- 
tions of the circumference, towards the edge 
of which the purple ground of re6t of surface 
becomes fainter and fainter, seeming to die 
away. The serrated leaves, which constitute 
with their stems the figure design, and are of 
blue-black veined with gold, are trailed over 
these high lights, which portions of the leaves 
on the purple ground also overlap. The differ- 
ence of ground and the emerging of a portion 
of the leaves from the purplish tints, make a 
pleasing variation in the effect of the well dis- 
posed forms. 

How to Faint with Lake Colors. In 
preparing the lakes for painting in oil it is well 
to add some turpentine- to the oil, the penetrat- 
ing influence of the turpentine rendering the 
paint finer. With fine colors, such as vermilion, 
chrome green, ultramarine, etc., turpentine is 
not of much importance. The lakes thus pre- 
pared are spread on a black or brown ground. 
The brown, which is preferable, is composed of 
Indian red and lampblack, and should be 
brought to a medium shade. No varnish, as in 
glazing, should be added. Lay the lake on 
carefully with a camel's-hair brush and give 
two coats. 

Easel with Curtain. An easel for exhib- 
iting a framed painting in a room has a divided 
curtain suspended from a rod beneath the 
scroll work mounting. For artistic effect one 
wing of the curtain, with its ample folds, is 
brought forward and draped over one corner of 
the painting, affording play to the fancy as to 
what is thus hidden, besides breaking the 
straight lines of frame and easel.

A good Inside Stain. A good stain for 
the inside of bookcases, bureaus, drawers, etc., 
may be secured by adding to one-fourth pound 
of turmeric one part of alcohol. "When the 
turmeric has settled apply with a brush and 
finish with one coat of shellac and one coat of 
varnish. 

To Stain Wood a Violet. Sweet oil, 
pint ; caustic soda, pound ; hot water, gallon. 
Mix water and soda first, then add the oil, im- 
merse the wood first in this, then in a bath of 
strong aniline magenta. Another violet is a 
solution of archil with soluble indigo blue.
